Washington. — These facts and 
figures on the growth of the Uni- 
ted States navy since the entry of 
<>r this nation in the world war 
were made public for the firm time 
In the annual report of Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels: 

January 1, 1917, there were: 300 
naval vessel (all kinds) 4,500 offi- 
cers, 68,000 enlisted men, 130 naval 
stations, 35,000 navy yard em- 
ployes. Now there are: “Many 

more than 1,000,” 15,000 officers, 
254,000 enlisted men, 383 naval 
stations, over 60,000 navy yard 
employes. 

“On shore and afloat, Including 
civilians and sailors, the naval es- 
tablishment embraces more than 
300,000," Secretary Daulels said. 
“And further expansions are in- 
evitable.” 

At the beginning of the fiscal 
year 1017 monthly expenditures 
for all naval purposes were about 
$8,000,000; they now are about 

j $60,000,000.

An Investigation of the expenses of 
the State Board of Equalization by the 
Franklin County Grand Jury, for the 
last six years, is recommended by 
8tate Inspector and Examiner Sewell, 
In his report to Acting Governor Rlack. 
Sewell says the members collected 
fees for working on Sundays and holi- 
days during the- time the board was 
In session. He say, they collected $5 
a Sunday for as many as 84 Sundays. 
If they worked on Sunday, Sewell says, 
they should be indicted and fined for 
violating the Sunday law*. Tho state 
will receive, he adds, $60,000 In fines. 
If they did not work on Sundays nnd 
holidays then, be suys, the state ought 
to recover the money which was un- 
justly paid out. The overage expenses 
of the board annually for the time cov- 
ered by the report are $6,000.

Tlie blue envelope hue mode a big 
hit: with Snifimy. It Is the one feature 
of the army's field censorship regula- 
tions to which he gives a kind word. 
Not that the censorship inhibitions are 
unreasonable or Irksome especially to 
him, but because It Is the soldier’s 
proverbial and Inalienable right to 
“beef” against the censor, writes a 
correspondent with the American ex- 
peditionary force In France. 

The provision regulating the blue 
envelopes rends ns follows: 

“In order that men may fbrw.ml 
personal or family letters without the 
necessity of having them rend by of- 
ficers known to them personally, such 
letters may be Inclosed In the author- 
ized blue envelope and sent directly 
to the base censor through United 
States army postal service." 

Only authorized envelopes supplied 
to organizations at the rate of one 
per man per w eek mny be used. More 
than one letter, however, may be for- 
warded In the envelope, but all the 
letters must be from the same soldier 
who signs a certificate on the outside 
of the envelope to the effect that the 
letters Inclosed relate to personal or 
family matters only and do not refer 
to military subjects. 

“It's a great stunt,” said one dough 
hoy. "You see If me and the missus 
want to have a little tiff on paper I 
don’t want the captain to be knowln’ 
all about It. What do I care If some 
fellow miles away, whom I'll never 
see In my life, reads It. I guess It will 
seem like n little. bit of home sweet 
home to him I" 

Or, ns another put It : 

“You know uny time a fellow writes 
his girl, of course he has to gush a 
little. Maybe spring a little poetry 
nnd sometimes, by gosh, you mean It. 
Believe me, you get mighty lonesome 
over here hearing a lot of chattering 
you don’t know nothin' about. And 
when her picture Is lookin' down at 
you fyora the wall nnd the moon Is 
helpin’ out the candle to light the 
room and yon get thlnkin’ of the night 
you said good-by, It's powerful helpin' 
to sit down nnd write her all about It.” 
The blue envelope Is a development 
of this war. It is new in our service. 
The French nnd English, though, have 
been using It for quite a while, anil ns 
we have adopted la many respects the 
censorship regulations of the English 
nrmjT, the lady in blue, as the envelope 
has come to be called, came with them. 
Today she Is the one popular member 
of her family.

pletely changed the course of civiliza- 
tion, says the World’s Work. Had 
Charles Martel not have won the bat- 
tle of Tours, for example, the whole of 
Europe, nnd that means nlso North 
nnd South America, would very likely 
have become Mohammedan In religion. 
"Perhaps the Interpretation of the 
Koran,” says Gibbon, describing the 
consequences of this battle, "would 
8h\v be taught In the schools of Ox- 
ford and her pupils might demonstrate 
to the English people the truth of the 
revelutlon of Mohamet.” 

Ten of Creasy's epochal hnttlos have 
been fought since the beginning of the 
Christian era. Four of them represent 
victories which were won on French 
soil— the battle of Chalons, A. D. 451 ; 
the battle of Tours, 732; Joan of Arc’s 
victory at Orleans, 1429. nnd the battle 
of Vnlmy, In 1702. Another wns a 
groat French victory won on English 
soil — the battle of Hastings In 1000. 
Two others— the battle of Blenheim. 
In 1704, and the bnttle of Wnterloo In 
1815 — were great French defeats. It 
appears, therefore, that of the ten 
most decisive battles fought In the 
Christian era five were great French 
victories nnd two wore French defeats. 
No other nation has any such military 
history as this. This mere record In- 
dicates the pnrt which France has 
played In ndvnnclng civilization. So 
far ns Europe is concerned the great- 
est events In modern history have 
taken place on French soil. At this 
time, when the democratic nations 
have Joined hands to deliver France 
from the cowardly nttnek which Ger- 
many has made upon her, It Is well to 
keep this fnct In mind.

Council of National Defense. 

The Council of National Defense 
wns created under nn uctSof congress 
passed August 29, 1910, nnd the same 
act provided for the creation of an 
nrlvlsory commission of sgven to act 
with, under und by the Authority of 
the council. By the terms of the act 
this council, with the “co-ordlnntlon of 
Industries and resources fur the na- 
tional security nnd welfare," and with 
the “creation of relations which will 
render possible In the time of need the 
Immediate concentration nnd utiliza- 
tion of the resources of the nution." 
The ntnln hotly, or central council of 
defense at Washington, consists of the 
secretaries of war, navy, Interior, ag- 
riculture commerce and labor. The 
advisory commission consists of rail- 
road presidents, financiers, manufac- 
turers, educators and specialist; In 
particular lines. The hoard acts as n 
clearing house for the war- Industry 
needs of the nution with authority to 
determine the most effective ways -of 
meeting them, mid the best means and 
methods of Increasing production. In- 
cluding the creatlou or extension of 
Industries demanded by the emer- 
gency ; the relative urgency of the dif- 
ferent needs, also considering price 
factors. Industrial nnd lalior aspects 
mid conditions affecting food supplies 
and prices. The authority of the coun- 
cil Is nation wide.

No Food In Seventy Hours. 

Not a bite of food for 79 hours was 
the terrible experience of a native 
who wns admitted to the Krttgersdorp 
hospital (South Africa), The lttoti 
had been severely burn<*d about the 
legs In n fire in an outlying village, 
nnd with the other injured persons 
had been placed on a passing freight 
train to he taken to the nearest hos- 
pital. The man pulled a tarpaulin 
over himself, nnd so, when the others 
were removed, he wns overlooked. The 
train arrived nt Krugersdorp durlug 
n Saturday evening, nnd the truck 
was shunted Into the stntlon yard. 
The whole of Sunday and Monday the 
native remained without food or wa- 
ter, under the turpnulln, and he wns 
only discovered on Tuesday afternoon 
when a checker went his rounds. Rail- 
way men were on the point of placing 
mealies on the truck when they no- 
ticed a movement under the sail, and 
the native, semiconscious nnd partial- 
ly demented, wus found unable to 
move much. On close examination It 
wus found that bis lower limbs were 
In a terrible state, and he was re- 
moved to the hospital.

Such n 
device unquestionably can save money 
fur n contractor by making It safe to 
upemte continuously wheu the teniper- 
ulure Is low, says Popular Mechanics 
Magnzlne. The heater Is provided with 
a 25-gullon tank which Is mounted 
above the mixer and Is connected by 
a pipe with a burner sltunted at the 
opening In the side of the mixing drum, 
compressed air, obtained either from u 
hand pump or u compressor, Is used to 
vaporize the oil nnd In this way a 
tlnme Is forced Into the Interior of 
the drum, keeping the materials there 
thoroughly warm.

After ■becoming wet the paper Is 
dlfllrult to tear. When nn endeavor 
Is made to tear It by hand It presents 
almost ns much resistance ns the thin 
skin for making gloves.
